Welcome to the Northland, deer 
hunter — Now that you have ar- 
rived in the hunting area you are 
co be congratulated for having 
come to the end of a hazardous 
| journey, and for the duration of 
| your stay you can relax in compar- 
-ative safety. You are now one of 
an invading army of wild-eyed 
goons who are armed with high- 
pressure shootin’ irons who wait 
only for a rustle in the leaves be- 
fore jaying down a barrage with 
the hope that when the smoke 
clears they will find an antlered 
' buck just dying to be dressed. Lots 
of these -trigger-happy- guys 
|read stories of the “red deer”, so 
it is logical for them to shoot at 
anything red ~— therefore the 
smart thing for you to do is to 
throw away that gorgeous “Red 
Wool suit that the littl woman 
gave you for Christmas and wear 
something in a grey and white 
tones. The old red check suit is too 
warm anyway Its dollars to 
doughnuts that you found that out 
‘om the-way -tip-in-the-car,or-maye=. 
be it dawned on you while you 
were loading the car before you 
left home. 

A natty outfit, and one that is 
thoroughly practical, is grey trou- 
sers and jacket topped by a white 
knitted cap with flying tassel. You 
will spend so much time going 
back to retrieve it from overhang- 
ing branches that you will not get 
far from camp to get lost, there- 
fore it will save the price of a 
compass which only amateurs 
carry anyway.
